recent interview, “It is time to stop.’ 

_ 4, “Folks in my region are popularly 
thought to be old fashioned’and ultra- 
comsetvative. Perhaps, however, mak- 
ing all allowances for shades and pro- 
portions, in- various types, tthe very fact 
that’ some men in my state are some- 
what detatched from the clamor of the 
tarket place may bé the reason why 

they have an unbiased scnse of the rel- 

ative value of things, get a little truer 


perspective on some notions and prac-. 


tices, and that, too, without posing as 
a “wiser than: thou.” 

“IT am not yet persuaded that the 
majority of the voters of this country 
in either party want this government 
to take up state socialism, or -to be 
even in peril of it. Yet, what we are 
doing day by day is nothing less, no 
matter if we do call it by another name: 
And, we go on, year by year, making 
campaigns by appealing to the greed 
of the clamorous multitude, making all 
kinds of promises to do this, that and 
the other thing by way of class leyis- 
lation if we are only continued in the 
. power. Because some other fellows go 
‘a step farther than we do along this 
line, we call them radicals, but we are 
fast geting to the point where the same 
matter of radicalism is simply a dif- 
ference of degree and not of kind.

“I say that, down underneath all 
the noise and fret, there is a strong ele- 
ment of our people that is not anxious 
to have our government éxtended, but 
are anxious to have ‘it saved. Much of 
this feeling is not exaetly self-conscious 
yet; all of it is not organized. But, it is 


there, and it is only waiting for leader- . 


ship. This may be called reactionary. 
Personally, I do not care whether it is 
or not. In my own proper self, as. a, 
private citizen, I am very hopeful for. 
that evolution, healthy growth will be * 
steadily bringing about better changes « 
for betterment in our social order.., ut: 
I deny that government and laws can 
do it. Government and laws are ‘but 
creatures of civilization, not the pat- 
ents of it.
